Allowable Subject Matter

Noguchi et al. further teaches units of biphenyl or greater phenylene chains (Formula

is one in one instance is met. However, Noguchi et al. does not provide sufficient 
guidance to arrive a polymer having at least 10 mol% of the units absent improper 
hindsight.
